Licensing conditions for Import from the United Kingdom 
under the TK/Ind!a Maintenance grant, 1978 

GENRAL CONDITIONS 

1. Each Import licence will bear superscription "UK /India 
Maintenance Grant 1978". In addition, each import licence 
will also bear the Licence Code "R/MG", 
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2. The Import licence will be valid for imports only from 
the U. K. (which expression in this context will include the 
Channel Islands and the Isle of Man) of goods or materials 
wholly or mainly produced or manufactured in the 11. K. 

3. M inim um value of Import Licence. 

The minimum value for which an import licence can issue 
for imports of spares, components and/or raw materials, 
etc. under the UK/India Maintenance Grant 1978 is 
Rs. 10,000 (Rupees Ten Thousand only). This limit will, 
however, not apply to SSI Units, in which case the import 
licence for a value not less than Rs. 1,000- (Rupees one 
thousand only) can be issued by the licensing authority. 

4. Validity of Import Licence. 

The import licence will normally be valid for a period of 
Twelve (12) months from the date of its issue. 

5. Intimation of Import Licence particulars. 

Within a fortnight of receipt of the import licence the 
Importers should intimate to the Department of Economic 
Affairs (Section Officer, WE II Section), New Delhi, the 
details of import licence viz. complete number, date, its value 
and the Supcrcription thereof together with a photostat 
copy of the import licence. A copy of the intimation toge¬ 
ther with a photostat copy of the import licence should also 
be endorsed to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit 
(CAA&A), Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs), UCO Bank Building, Sansad Marg (Parliament 
Street), New Delhi. Anv changes in the value /list of goods 
in the import licence should likewise be communicated alona- 
with photostat copy of the import licence to Section Officer, 
WE T1 Section (Department of Economic Affairs) and Control¬ 
ler of Aid Accounts & Audit, Ministry of Finance (Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs), New Delhi. 

PLACEMENT OF ORDERS 

6. (a) Ordering Period—Firm orders on C&F or CTF 
(FOB/FAS if so desired by Government Department, Public 
Sector Undertakings) must be placed on the U, K. suppliers 
within Eight (8) months from the date of issue of the im¬ 
port licence. It may be clarified here that “Firm Orders" 
would mean not only the placement of orders by the Indian 
Importers but also confirmation by U. K. suppliers In writing 
within the specified period of eight months. Tn other words 
ordering would not only mean placement of orders on the 
part of Indian importers but also acceptance or confirmation 
on the part of FT. K. suppliers. 

(b) Extension In Ordering Period—In cases where firm 
orders could not be placed within eight months for valid 
reasons, the licensee should approach the Import Licence Is¬ 
suing Authority, Immediately, giving the reasons for the delay 
In placing orders and indicating the date by which orders 
would be placed, for getting the ordering period [as prescribed 
in para 6(a) above] suitably extended. Such request will 
be considered on merits by the Licensing Authorities who 
iria'y grant extension upto a further maximum period of 
Four months. If, however, extension is sought beyond Twelve 
(12) months from the date of Issue of the Import licence, 
such proposals will Invariably be referred by the Licensing 
Authorities to the Department of Economic Affairs (WE II 
Section), Ministry of Finance, North Block, New Delhi. 

(c) The term "Firm Orders" used in these licensing condi¬ 
tions would connote placement of orders for the full value 
of the licence within the validity period for ordering and 
NOT for part of licence value. In case an importer has not 
been able to place orders for the full value of the licence 
during the Initial or extended validity vide para 6(b) above, 
then the licence will be deemed to be available only to the 
extent to which firm orders were placed within the validity 
period for placement of orders. 


(d) The authorised dealer in foreign exchange will not 
allow any remittance or facilities for establishment of letter 
of credit unless satisfactory documentry evidence is produced 
by the licensee, indicating the placement of firm orders within 
the initial eight months or the extended period specifically al¬ 
lowed by the licensing authority [refer note below para 7 (b)]. 

ukIGIN of goods 

7. Responsibility of the Importers to ensure U. K. con¬ 
tents. (a) import licences under the UK/India Maintenance 
Grant 1978 will normally be valid only for goods and/or 
materials procured and produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom. The Indian importer will be well advised in 
his own interest to ascertain from the U. K. suppliers, before¬ 
hand, whether the proposed imports contain any non-UK 
element, and if so, the percentage thereof. Under no circums¬ 
tances should he enter into a firm commitment or contract 
with a U. K, supplier without specifically ascertaining this 
point. 

(b) When on such enquiry it is revealed that the goods 
proposed to be imported have non-UK element, the matter 
must be brought to the notice of the Ministry of Finance, 
Department of Economic Affairs (WE IT Section). New Delhi 
tor confirmation whether the importer should proceed with 
the finalisation of his order /contract with the prospective 
UK supplier. In this connection it may be mentioned that In 
exceptional cases non-UK element upto a limit of 20 per cent 
of the FOB value of the goods in a single conrtact may be 
agreed to be financed under the UK/India Maintenance 
Grant 1978, provided the non-UK content forms an integral 
part of the finished products ; and the non-UK origin material 
cannot be used independently of the finished products, propos¬ 
ed to be imported. For this purpose the Indian importer should 
apply for a specific approval enclosing a copy of the Contract 
Certificate, duly signed by the UK suppliers, in the prescrib¬ 
ed form [Annexure IT or Annexure III (Appendix C or 
Appendix C (Chemicals) ns is appropriate] to the Department 
of Economic Affnirs (WE II Section), Ministry of Finance, 
North Block, Now Delhi. 

Note : The importers while approaching the authorised 
Bank for opening a letter of credit are required to make avai¬ 
lable (prescribed number of copies) contract and the Contract 
Certificate, duly signed by the UK suppliers, in addition to 
other documents that may be needed by that Bank: 

PAYMENTS 

8. Payments to the U. K. suppliers. 

(a) Payments to the U. K. suppliers, which are required 
to be made in Pound Sterling, can be arranged through nor¬ 
mal banking channels, by making remittances, 

(b) Individual payments must be arranged upon shipment 
of goods. 

(c) All payments must be completed within TWO months 
of the expiry of import licence or within the period prescribed 
in the Import Control Policy announced from time to time, 
whichever is less. 

(d) Where the shipment has already taken place within the 
validity of the import licence but payments could not be 
completed within the specified period, the importers are re¬ 
quired to apply to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, 
Ministry of Finance, (Department of Economic Affairs), 
UCO Bank Building, Sansad Marg. (Parliament Street), New 
Delhi, for grant of permission to the remittance of payments 
to the suppliers In TJ, K. stating the reasons for not making 
the payment within the prescribed period. While doing so the 
importers should give the name of their Bankers through 
whom the remittance is to be made and also furnish a copv 
each of the Invoice. Bill of Ending and the Contract Certi¬ 
ficate. dulv signed by fhe TJ.K. suppliers j n the prescribed

(c) Payments towards Indian Agents' Commission 

All payments towards the Indian Aeerts’ Commission 
shoxild be made in Rupees in India, Such pavments will, 
however, form part of the licence value and will, therefore, 
be Charged to the licence.

If any refunds are received by the licensee from the sup¬ 
plier, the shipper or the insurer, a full report showing the 
amounts received, tr gethher with other relevant particulars 
should be sent to the Ministry of Finance at the address 
indicated in para 12 above, as and when such refunds are 
received. The report regarding refunds should be as in the 
proforma in Annexur* V. 

17. Disputes: 

ft should be understood that the Government ot India will 
not undertake any responsibility for disputes, if any, which 
may arise between the licensee and the suppliers. 

18. Compliance with Future Instructions : 

The licensee shall promptly comply wi'h any directions, 
instructions or orders issued by the Government regarding 
any and ail matters arising from or pertaining to the import 
licence and for meeting all obligations under the credit agree¬ 
ment. 

19. Breach or Violation : 

Anyr broach or violation of the above conditions will result 
in appropriate action under the Import and Export (Control) 
Act,
